STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Moeller et al. (WO 95/24886) teaches a method for dyeing hair comprising applying to 
the hair a dyeing composition comprising at least one isatin derivative combined with certain 
amino-functional compounds (See abstract). However, patentee differs from applicant in that 
Moeller (WO 5 886) does not teach or disclose a method for dyeing hair comprising applying to 
the hair a dyeing composition comprising at least one pyrimidine derivative and at least one 
compound of the components as claimed in (B). Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a 
whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of hair dyeing 
application.
